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INTRODUCTION 
Today I want to share with you my concern for our country's future. 


When I talk with Canadians -- my constituents in Etobicoke, men and women 
representing various interest groups, my family -- they tell me their 
concerns about many issues: The environment. Health care. Housing. 
The changing job market. The list of concerns goes on: AIDs. Drug 
abuse. The aging population. [Illiteracy. 


These issues are real. How we deal with them, not just as a government 
but as a society, will determine the quality of life in Canada in the years 


to come. 


But as we weigh these issues, and as we look to the future, we must face 
squarely one overarching problem. That problem is the growing size of the 
public debt and the exploding cost of paying interest on that debt. 


I am concerned about the debt precisely because I too am concerned about 
all those issues that worry Canadians. I am a member of a government that 
is committed to sustaining the prosperity that will enable us to deal with 


these issues effectively. 


So I ask Canadians the question I have been asking myself: In years to 
come, how can we continue to afford government programs -- whether health 
care or job training -- if we allow debt interest payments to eat up more 


and more of the money that should go to priority areas? 


I realize there are many people who say "The debt is the government's 


problem, not mine. So don't put it on my doorstep." 
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But, like it or not, the debt problem is on everyone's doorstep. 


It concerns everyone because if we fail to get the public debt under 
control, everyone stands to lose -- through a weaker economy, through still 
higher interest rates, through fewer jobs, lower living standards and the 


erosion of programs and services we all value and are proud of. 


The Prime Minister put the problem very clearly in a speech to the 
Confederation Club in Ottawa November 14, 1988. He said: "You lose your 
real independence when you let the nation's finances get out of control -- 
when you run up deficits so large that you forfeit the freedom and 
flexibility to take the initiatives you want." We must not, and will not, 
allow that to happen. 


THE PROBLEM 


I think more and more Canadians recognize that we do have a debt problem 
and that it has serious implications. To appreciate how serious the 
situation really is, we need to understand the nature of the problem and 
how it has developed. 


First, let's be clear about one thing: there is nothing in itself wrong with 
taking on debt. But debt becomes a problem -- whether for individuals, 
businesses or governments -- when there is too much debt and interest 


payments become too large a burden. 


The public debt has existed since Confederation, but the problem of too 
much debt has built up over the past 20 years. Since 1970-71, federal 
governments have annually spent more than they have collected in 
revenues. In other words, they have run deficits. To pay for these 
deficits, governments have had to borrow. 


That is normal in difficult economic times. When people are out of work and 
are unable to make ends meet, governments should step in and borrow to 
pay for programs that help cushion that hardship. Our social and economic 
policies were specifically intended to provide that support. 
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But what about the good economic times? When the economy has been 
buoyant, why did governments continue to spend more than they collected in 


revenues? 


In retrospect, in good economic times governments have been too eager to 
meet the wishes and demands for new services and programs. Governments 
like to be popular. Too often governments said "yes" to this new program 


" 


or that new tax concession when they should have said "no. Short-term 


wants have sometimes taken precedence over longer-term consequences. 


Clearly, the debt problem is not caused by over-spending on programs 

that nobody wants. But governments should not have met the demands 

for new programs without taking a good hard look at the need to keep older 
ones. This is where governments of all stripes and at all levels have been 


wrong. 


It is true that there has been waste and inefficiency in government. It 
exists in any big organization. Our government has taken pains during the 


last four years to weed out waste. 


Our progress has been noted by the Auditor General. In his 1987 report 
Mr. Dye said that the government had taken important initiatives "to improve 
financial management and control and to establish a climate where cost 
consciousness is a reality." In his 1988 report, Mr. Dye highlighted 

several specific government organizations that were performing well and were 
notable for their "innovation, responsiveness and productivity." There's 
still work to be done to improve government efficiency. We will persevere 


to ensure that progress continues. 


But the fact remains: Twenty years of borrowing has produced an increasing 
mountain of debt. By the end of last month, 20 years of annual deficits had 
raised the debt to $320 billion. 


As that debt has grown, so too has the drain on government finances caused 
by interest payments. Last year alone we spent $33 billion in interest on 
the debt. 
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These are vast amounts to comprehend. So let's look at them in a different 


way: 


- Since you arrived for this morning's session about an hour ago, the 


debt has grown by more than $3 million. 


o When you sit down to supper this evening, the debt will be $26 million 


more than it is right now. 


= By this time tomorrow, the debt will be almost $80 million larger. 
That's $80 million in one day. And the meter keeps running, hour 
after hour, day after day. 


Think, too, about the interest payments on the debt. 
= Thirty-one cents of every dollar of revenue goes on interest. 


: This past year interest payments alone amounted to almost $1,300 for 
every man, woman and child in Canada. That's roughly $5,000 for the 
average household or $400 a month -- the equivalent of a fair-sized 


chunk of rent or mortgage payments. 


In a particular sense, the debt situation has reached a "critical mass." 
This year, revenues from taxes and other sources will pay all the bills for 
our economic and social programs, national defence and our international 
commitments. But here's the crucial point. Every dollar that the 
Government of Canada borrows, and then some, will go to pay interest on 
the public debt. In other words, we are not paying off the debt. We 
are simply borrowing to pay more and more interest on the debt. You 
don't have to be a financial wiz to know that when you have to borrow to 


pay interest to the bank, something is wrong. 


You know as well as I, that $33 billion in interest could be better spent. 
Consider, for example, that $33 billion is: 


= twice what we will spend on elderly benefits this year; 


> three times what we spend on defence; 


z 20 times what we spend on job creation and training; 


= 24 times what we spend on all regional development programs. 


If we think of debt charges in these terms, we are led to a sobering 
conclusion: Debt interest payments contribute absolutely nothing to 
improving the well-being of Canadians. Yet the government now spends a 
good deal more money on debt interest payments than it spends on any of 


the programs that do contribute to our personal and collective well-being. 


It is important to have a clear picture of government spending in order to 
fully grasp the debt problem. So that Canadians can become better informed 
about how the government spends tax dollars, I am releasing today a short 
booklet entitled Where Your Tax Dollars Go. 


THE FISCAL AND ECONOMIC RECORD 


The debt problem has become more serious, but it is not new. The 
government has not been ignoring it. From the outset of the Progressive 
Conservative government's first mandate, fiscal responsibility has been, and 


remains, a top government priority. 


As Prime Minister Mulroney said in addressing the Toronto-Parkdale Rotary 
Club October 12, 1988, "Our approach to sound economic management is 
clearly established. We stand by the commitments we have made to 
disciplined spending and to deficit reduction." 


Over the past four years we have brought program spending under tight 
control. We are now spending less on programs than we receive in 


revenues. 


As I indicated earlier, a key part of this progress has been a systematic 
effort to eliminate waste and increase efficiency in government. For 


example: 
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= more than 10,000 positions have been cut from the public service, 


reducing its size to the same level it was in 1980; 


" overhead costs of all departments have been reduced while at the same 


time productivity has been improved; 


e a number of subsidies to businesses have been reduced or eliminated; 
for example, the Industrial and Regional Development Program as well 


as the Petroleum Incentives Program were ended; 


. heavy water plants in Cape Breton, making a product for which there 


was no market, have been shut down; 


5 numerous tax loopholes for businesses and high-income people have 
been closed; a minimum tax was introduced to improve the fairness of 


the personal income tax system; 


= program spending as a proportion of our national income has dropped 


from 19 per cent four years ago to less than 17 per cent this past year. 


Spending curbs, together with revenue actions, have slowed the growth of 
the public debt. In 1984-85, the debt was growing at an average rate of 24 
per cent a year. By last year we had slowed the rate to less than 10 per 
cent. But considering the size of the debt today -- $320 billion -- that 
growth rate is still too fast. 


Overall, fiscal responsibility coupled with constructive economic policies 

has strengthened the economy. Our approach works. Since 1984, Canada's 
economic growth has been among the best of the industrialized countries. 
Investment growth has been strong. Almost a million and a half new jobs 
have been created. Canadians generally have enjoyed greater economic 


security. 


We have made this solid progress at the same time as we have reduced the 
annual deficit. But carrying our large and growing debt has left Canada 
vulnerable to the risk of rising interest rates. Now that risk has become 
a painful reality. 
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Interest rates world-wide have climbed dramatically. Rates in the U.S. have 
risen by almost four percentage points since early 1988. In the United 
Kingdom, rates are up more than five percentage points. Here in Canada, 


we have seen an increase of almost four percentage points. 


Applied to our high level of debt, rising interest rates are undoing much of 
the progress we made over the past four years in controlling spending. 
Rising rates have made it even more expensive to carry our growing debt. 


I know that people with mortgages are concerned. They are asking why we 
have allowed interest rates to rise? Many believe that you only need to 
pull a special lever and interest rates will come down. 


I wish it were that simple. But it isn't. Rising interest rates don't 
happen in isolation. They are the most visible part of a larger, more 
complex set of pressures. Most people see high interest rates, but they 
don't see that inflation is heating up right across the country. It is 
absolutely essential that we continue to address inflationary pressures or a 
surge of inflation could lead to a much more serious economic problem. Our 
monetary policy is intended to avoid that problem -- to try to keep 
inflation in check so that we are in a better position to get interest rates 


down. 


The notion that we could lower interest rates by decree is short-sighted, 
unrealistic and wrong. It simply can't be done. To follow that course the 
Bank of Canada would have to print money at a faster pace. It's true, more 
money in circulation might cause short-term interest rates to fall -- for a 
little while. But this would be a gift-wrapped time bomb. More money in 
circulation would soon fuel inflation. Inflation would ultimately push 
interest rates higher once again. In the end we would have the worst of 
worlds -- high inflation and high interest rates. I know of no one who 
wants to face the kind of havoc and hardship we had in the early 1980s. 


One important way that can help to get interest rates down is to reduce the 
amount that governments need to borrow. Reducing our annual deficits is a 


key element in easing the pressures on interest rates. 


THE NEED FOR FURTHER ACTION 


The interest rate surge has brought home in no uncertain terms the urgency 


of our debt problem. 


We cannot dismiss the debt as tomorrow's problem. We have been living on 
borrowed money -- money borrowed from our children's future. The bills 


are coming due today. Action is needed now. 


Ignoring the problem today would make it even worse tomorrow. A worse 


problem would require a more painful solution. 


The challenge, therefore, is to do what has to be done to get the debt 
under control. Let's not kid ourselves. The problem is a deeply-rooted, 
long-term one. There is no simple, quick or painless solution. But we will 
make the hard choices and difficult decisions because it is the right thing 
to do. 


The actions the government will take will be effective, but at the same time 
they will be realistic. 


Expenditure restraint has been, and will continue to be, essential to 
solving the fiscal problem. 


We must also increase revenues so that we, and not our children, pay a 


fairer share of the benefits we are receiving. 


In taking these actions, we must and will protect those Canadians who need 
help most. 


Dealing with the debt problem now will pave the way for continued economic 
growth, investor confidence, job creation and economic security for 


Canadians. 


Acting now means holding to a course which will bring lower inflation and 


lower interest rates. 
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It means keeping Canada's balance sheet healthy and in line with our major 


competitors. 


In short, it means building for the future instead of borrowing from it. 


CONCLUSION 


I want to conclude by setting out the debt problem as simply as I can. 
Four and a half years ago, when I became Finance Minister, interest costs 
on the public debt were $22 billion. Last year, debt interest costs were 
$33 billion. The year we have just started, despite our progress in 
reducing the annual deficit, interest costs on the debt will be 
substantially higher. 


Deficits down but debt interest costs up: That is the stark reality of the 
debt problem. That is the huge and growing obstacle to the better future 


we all want and seek. 


So I tell you this: The debt is a national problem. Getting it under 

control is a national challenge. Nothing less than a national commitment is 
required if we are to meet this challenge, and overcome it. The government 
will provide leadership. But everyone, except for the most needy among 
us, must be prepared to share in the effort in a tangible way. 


Only through such a committed effort will we ensure our national capacity to 
afford vital social and cultural programs -- programs that are the best 


expression of what we are as a nation. 


Through that effort we will ensure our capacity to address other pressing 
concerns of Canadians -- whether environmental protection or better training 


for our work force. 


By our actions, we can ensure that we do not leave to our children the 
prospect of narrower opportunities, less security and a lower standard of 
living than we enjoy. Our commitment to them must be to pass on the same 
blessings we inherited and, above all, the promise of a better future.
